I ndianapolis, Jan. 13.—The mone­ 
tary convention began yesterday with 
over 400 delegates in their seats, and 
seldom, if ever, has a more substantial 
or finer looking body of men gathered 
for any particular 
purpose 
in the 
country. 
There is not a man among 
them who does not rank high in his 
own community aud exert a large in­ 
fluence at home. 
C. Stuart Patterson 
of Philadelphia, was made permanent 
chairman aud Evans Woolen of this 
city, permanent secretary. 
M r. Patterson is a tall, handsome man 
of 6^ years, full bearded, with streaks 
of siver in hair and beard that have 
once been jet black. He is probably the 
most prominent lawyer in Philadelphia, 
is a director of the Pennsylvania rail­ 
road, vice president of the Western 
Saving fond, director of the Pennsyl­ 
vania Steel oompany, and dean of the 
law school of the University of Penn­ 
sylvania. 
W hile not a great deal can 
be presaged from the first session 
of the convention, it is likely that 
the plan 
that has been 
incubated 
by the executive committee will be car­ 
ried through; that ia, that the m atter 
will drift into the hands of a commis- 
lion to be appointed by this convention. 
It is likely that the convention will 
adopt 
resolutions pointing out the 
faults of the present currency system 
and laying down a few fundamental 
principles upon which a new system 
should be based. 
In doing this work 
there is likely to be a very considerable 
division of opinion upon the problem of 
the greenbacks. 
Many eastern dele- 
gotes favor a flat declaration for the 
immediate re tire m e n t of th e 
g re e n ­ 
backs aud treasury notes of 1890, but 
those from tbe west do not believe that 
it will be easy to accomplish this, aud 
many plans for retaining the green­ 
backs and obviating the danger with 
which they continually menace the gold 
reserve of the treasury will be sug­ 
gested. 
A few expressions of loading 
spirits of the convention will serve to 
snow somewhat the trend of opinion. 
H. H. H an n a of-todianapolis said: “I 
am convinced th a t our financial system 
•kntslri Ka 
rjioat fKr» 
needs of comm erce, and I am convinced 
th a t this can best be done by a high- 
classed comm ission, and then, after the 
com m ission has finished its w ork, seeing 
th a t it is accepted by the country and en­ 
acted into law by congress. " 
George Foster Peabody of New Y ork said: 
“ W hat we w ant to do is to get the busi­ 
ness men of this country to devise a plan 
to reform the currency and banning sys­ 
tem . This convention is an adm irable idea 
of such a purpose. 
It is nonpartisan—no 
politics about it. 1 th in k the idea of a 
com m ission is very good. It is better than 
keeping the convention in session u n til a 
plan is devised, aud also avoids the cum- 
bersomenesa of th a t p lan .'’ 
M. E. Ingalls, president of the Big Four, 
said: “ I am dead against th is idea of a 
commission. 
T h at is not the wav to get 
anything through congress or any other 
legislative body. 
T his convention ou g h t 
to agree on some general principles for the 
reform ation of the financial system . 
It 
can do that. 
Then, if it- be deemed wise, 
we can appoint a large com m ittee to get 
th»- necessary legislation." 
Congressm an J. H. W alker, chairm an 
of the banking and currency com m ittee of 
th e house said: 
“ 1 th in k the convention 
should declare early and fully the princi­ 
ples upon which the finances of the coun­ 
try aud the national banking 
system 
should lie liberalized and 
reorganized 
The convention should uppoint a strong 
com m ittee to im press upon congress the 
necessity of im m ediate action iu carrying 
out these views. 
I am decidedly not in 
favor of a comm ission. 
The thing th a t is 
absolutely necessary is to divorce com­ 
pletely the banking and currency system 
of the country from any connection w ith 
the U nited S tates treasury.

moved to Indianapolis. 
In October, 
1874, he was married to Cornelia Cole, 
daughter of Judge J. B. Cole, of Marys­ 
ville, 0. 
His wife was graduated from 
the s<un« college the same year as Mr. 
Fairbanks. They have five children. 
Mr. Fairbanks has been a successful 
practitioner, and has practised exten­ 
sively in the federal *and state courts in 
Indiana and the adjoining states. 
He 
has been engaged in many important 
cases. 
He has been a trustee of the Ohio 
Wesleyan College for a number of years, 
taking an active interest in the welfare 
of his alma mater. 
He is one of the 
trustees of the Meridian StreetEpiecopal 
church, although not a member of any 
denomination. 
He is also a director of 
the Consumers’ Gas Trust company 
created by the citizens of Indianapolis 
to aeoure cheap fuel. 
He takes an ac 
tire part in all matters which tend to 
advance the interest of the public or 
his neighbors. 
He is one of the found­ 
ers of the Indiana law school, and a 
member of the faculty, He is a member 
of a number of literary clubs and so­ 
cieties, and has delivered many ad 
dresses before universities and assem­ 
blages. 
Mr. Fairbanks has never held 
any political office, preferring to devote 
himself to his family and chosen pro­ 
fession. 
He has been an ardent advo­ 
cate ot the principles of the republican 
party, and has spoken much in the 
campaigns of Indiana and other states. 
In 1895 he was chairman of the repub­ 
lican state convention, and delivered 
an addreus which was published as the 
“Campaign Keynote.”

A young man in a letter to the editor 
of The Ladies’ Home Journal inquires 
the best systematic course of reading as 
a substitute for an acaderaio education, 
with the view of equipping himself for 
literary pursuits, and also which books 
would be the most beneficial to read 
with the idea of preparing himself to 
enter the field of fiction. To the query 
regarding a substitute for a college edu­ 
cation Edward W. Bok replies; “ As a 
substitute for a college education, where 
it is u matter of choice, 1 am not so sure, 
since so much depends upon the man. 
To one man a good course of reading, 
wisely chosen and followed, would be 
infinitely more heipful than a college 
education, while in the case of another 
man just the reverse would be trua.

New Jersey is the homo of the toma­ 
to, and especially of the national sauce 
of America—tomato catchup. Hero the 
tomato plant attains its highest state of 
perfection and produces a fruit so lus­ 
cious, red and round as to justify the 
old English namo of “ love apple,” to 
which the French still cling, calling it 
pommo d ’amour. The tomato plant be­ 
ing a native of America, and the name 
coming from the Indian word “ tuma!, ” 
it is fitting that tomato catchup should 
be on every table in the land. 
Widespreading acres are devoted in 
Jersey exclusively to the culture of to­ 
matoes, the choicest of which are re­ 
served for tomato catchup. There are 
large factories iu which catchup making 
is the chief industry. A random visit, to 
able personal attractions by all the ad-; ouo G f t h e s e factories is enough to con 
vantages of exquisite toilet without con 
sidération of cost 
Everything that she wore suited her 
admirably.

men in one of the factories have been 
devoted to improving the flavor of the 
cat< hup, but the result of their labors can 
be obtained by the general public only 
in the finished product. Their processes 
are carefully guarded secrets, kept most 
carefully locked up in their breasts. Ii 
both of them should die suddenly, th« 
world would miss a distinctive product 
of the culinary art. The superintendent 
of the factory is one of these men. He 
probably knows as much about preserv­ 
ing fruits and making sauces as any 
man in the United States—and maybe 
more than any other man.

same name and even to have similar 
coats-of-arms and labels, but the name 
of the original makers was a guarantee 
of tho peculiar quality of their sauce. 
One day the foreman of the big works 
hud a quarrel with the proprietors and 
withdrew. He began making aud plao- 
ing on the market a' sauoe so nearly like 
the original that connoisseurs could not 
tell them apart The foreman kept this 
up awhile and then he suddenly retired 
from the business, closed his wmrks, 
stopped making sauce and lived in lux­ 
ury thereafter. Nobody has any posi­ 
tive evidence as to the manner in which 
ho acquired his wealth so suddenly, but 
some people can guess. 
‘ 'The secret of the tomato catchup 
made here is just as carefully guarded 
as that, ” said the superintendent. “ Wa 
say we make catchup without the use of 
chemicals or coloring matter, and we do 
it Salicylic acid is the standard chem 
ical to prevent fermentation. If you can 
get just the right amount of that, per­ 
haps it is not harmful, but the trouble 
is you have to use just a little too much 
to make suro that fermentation will not 
set in, and that surplus amount of sali­ 
cylic acid binders the natural fermenta­ 
tion of food in the stomach. 
It is as 
plain as that two and two make four. 
“ Then there is another thing—the 
joloring matter. These highly colored 
catchups that look so bright are really 
not as pleasing to the eye os catchup that 
retains tho natural color of the tomato, 
and they certainly are not so healthful, 
for they contaiD carmine. Any one who 
knows what carmine is made of doesn’t 
care to eat i t ’ ’ 
So much for the maker’s estimate of 
his own product. The factory is certain­ 
ly neat and aromatic. A whiff of the 
air there after dinner is almost as good 
as a dash of tomato catchup. It requires 
2,000 tons of tomatoes daily to supply 
the demand for the various preserves 
that are put up here. These are furnish­ 
ed largely by tlie farm in connection 
with the factory and partly by surround­ 
ing gardeners. The finest, reddest fruit 
is reserved for the catchup making. It 
must be unbruised. This is placed in a 
scalding machine, where, with two sep­ 
arate cold washings and a hot plunge 
bath, the skin is loosened. It then goes 
into a peculiar machine called the “ cy­ 
clone, ’ ’ which separates the skins and 
seeds from the pulp. Big porcelain lined 
pumps take the pulp to a “ sifter,” 
where the coarser fibers are taken out, 
and nothing but the blood red fluid per- 
oolates through to be made into catchup. 
Even this refining prooess is not enough, 
for the water is separated from it, and 
the cRar pulp is then placed in large, 
hermetically sealed cans, where it is 
cooked without foreign substances of 
any kind. 
These cans are taken down through­ 
out tho year, as occasion demands, and 
the real process of making catchup from 
the essence of the tomato begins. The 
pulp goes through more sifting machines, 
that make it smooth, like cream, and it 
is placed in large, tin lined kettles, 
where it is boiled and seasoned. Coun­ 
try girls- with fresh Jersey complexions 
stir it up meanwhile, and the spices— 
what they are only two men know—are 
added. It is then tomato catchup, ready 
for the bottles, buokets and barrels that 
await it, for catohnp is made by the bar­ 
rel and shipped by the ton.—New York 
Tribune.

DYNAMITE EXPLOSION.

dents were tenor stricken, many be­ 
lieving the shock was due to an earth­ 
quake.

Indianapolis. Jan. 13.—The mone­ 
tary convention began yesterday with 
over 400 delegates in their seats, and 
seldom, if ever, has a more substantial 
or finer looking body of men gathered 
for any particular 
purpose 
in the 
country. 
There is not a man among 
them who does not rank high in his 
own community and exert a large in­ 
fluence at home. 
C. Stuart Patterson 
of Philadelphia, was made permanent 
chairman and Evans Woolen of this 
city, permanent secretary. 
Mr. Patterson is a tall, handsome man 
of 6n years, full bearded, with streaks 
of aiver in hair and beard that have 
once been jet black. He is probably the 
most prominent lawyer in Philadelphia, 
is a director of the Pennsylvania rail­ 
road, vice president of the Western 
Saving fond, director of the Pennsyl­ 
vania Steel company, and dean of the 
law school of the University of Penn­ 
sylvania. 
While not a great deal can 
be presaged from the first session 
of the convention, it is likely that 
the plan 
that has been 
incubated 
by the executive committee will be car­ 
ried through; that is, that the matter 
will drift into the hands of a commis­ 
sion to be appointed by this convention. 
It is likely that the convention will 
adopt 
resolutions pointing out 
the 
faults of the present currency system 
and laying down a few fundamental 
principles upon which a new system 
should be based. 
In doing this work 
then is likely to be a very considerable 
division of opinion upon the problem of 
the greenbacks. 
Many eastern dele- 
gotes favor a fiat declaration for the 
immediate retirement of the green­ 
backs aud treasury notes of 1890, but 
those from the west do not believe that 
it will be easy to accomplish this, and 
many plans for retaining the green­ 
backs aud obviating the danger with 
which they continually menace the gold 
reserve of the treasury will be sug­ 
gested. 
A few expressions of loading 
spirits of the convention will serve to 
•now somewhat the trend of opinion. 
H. H. Hanna of Lndian.ipolis *aid: “I 
am convinced that our financial system 
should be reformed to meet the modern 
needs of commerce, and I am convinced 
that this can best be done by a high- 
classed commission, and then, after the 
commission has finished its work, seeing 
that it is accepted by the country and en­ 
acted into law by congress. ” 
George Foster Peabody of New York said: 
“What we want to do is to get the busi­ 
ness men of this country to devise a plan 
to reform the currency and banking sys­ 
tem. This convention is an admirable idea 
of such a purpose. It is nonpartisan—no 
politics about it. I think the idea of a 
commission is very good, it is better than 
keeping the convention in sc*don until a 
plan is devised, and also avoids the cum­ 
bersomeness of that plan." 
M. E. Ingalls, president of the Big Four, 
said: "I am dead against this idea of a 
commission. That is not the way to get 
anything through congress or any otlier 
legislative body 
This convention ought 
to agree on some general principles for the 
reformation of the financial system. It 
eau do that. Then, if it be deemed wise, 
we can appoint a large committee to get 
the necessary legislation.” 
Congressman J. H. Walker, chairman 
of the banking and currency committee of 
the house said: "I think the convention 
should declare early aud fully the princi­ 
ples upon which the finances of the coun­ 
try and the national banking system 
should be liberalized aud reorganized 
The convention should appoint a strong 
committee to impress upon emigress the 
necessity of immediate action m carrying 
out these views 
I am decidedly not iii 
favor of a commission. The thing that ii* 
absolutely necessary is to divorce com­ 
pletely the banking and currency system 
of the country from any connex turn with 
the United States treasury. The only re 
1st ion of the government to our leaking 
and currency system should be that cr 
•upervinioo, aud the guaranteeing of the 
fiuai payment of all currency issued by 
banks in ease of insolvency.”

Charles Warren Fairbanks was born 
near Unionville Center, Union County, 
O.M ay ll, 1852. 
His parents, V "nr- 
ton M. and Mary A.(Smith) Fairbs 
were born in Barnard, Vt., and Greene 
River, Columbiana County, N. Y , re­ 
spectively. They emigrated to Union 
County, O., in 1836, and helped that 
part of state out of the wilderness, 
He 
worked on the farm and attended dis­ 
trict school during his boyhood. 
From 
the district school he entered the Ohio 
Wesleyan University, at Delaware, 0., 
from which he was graduated as a clas­ 
sical student in 1872. During his senior 
year he was editor of the Western Col 
legian, a journal published by the stu­ 
dents of the university. 
Mr. Fairbanks 
decided to become a lawyer before he 
entered college,and worked and studied 
with that end in view. 
He was admit­ 
ted to the bar by the supreme court of 
Ohio in 1874, and later in the year 
moved to Indianapolis. 
In October, 
1874, he was married to Cornelia Cole, 
daughter of Judge J. B. Cole, of Marys­ 
ville, O. 
His wife was graduated from 
the sam* college the same year as Mr. 
Fairbanks. 
They have five children. 
Mf. Fairbanks has been a successful 
practitioner, and has practised exten­ 
sively in the federal *and state courts in 
Indiana and the adjoining states. 
He 
has been engaged in many important 
esses. 
He has been a trustee of the Ohio 
Wesleyan College for a number of years, 
taking an active interest in the welfare 
of his alma mater. 
He is one of the 
tru stee of the Meridian StreetEpiscopal 
church, although not a member of any 
denomination. 
He is also a director of 
the Consumers’ Gan Trust company, 
created by the citizens of Indianapolis 
to 3*«urt cheap fuel. 
He takes an ac 
tire part in all matters which tend to 
advance the interest of the public or 
his neighbors. 
He is one of the found­ 
ers of the Indiana law school, and a 
member of the faculty, He is a member 
of a number of literary clubs and so­ 
cieties, and has delivered many ad 
dresses before universities and assem­ 
blages. 
Mr. Fairbanks has never held 
any political office, preferring to devote 
himself to his family and chossn pro­ 
fession. 
He has been an ardent advo­ 
cate of the principles of the republican 
party, and has spoken much in the 
campaigns of Indiana and other states. 
In 1895 he was chairman of the repub­ 
lican state convention, and delivered 
an address which was published as the 
Camnaign Keynote,” 
In 1893 he was 
the unanimous choice of the republi­ 
cans for United States senator in oppo­ 
sition to Hon. David Turpie, who was 
the democratic choice. 
Upon the re­ 
turn of President Harrison at the close 
ot his term of office.

Legislative Bxpena* BUI Paeeed as Amend­ 
ed by th* Senate. 
In d ian a p o lis, Jan. 18.-—Mr. Linok 
introduced the bill approved by the 
state board of commerce for the ap­ 
pointment of a commission of three to 
codify and revise the laws relating to 
city, county and township government. 
The bUl appropriates #1,600 per year for 
two years for the expenses of the com­ 
mission, 
Two compulsory education 
bills were introduced by Representative 
Patterson (Jay) and Mony ban, 
Mr 
Goddard introduced a biU permitting 
the deduction of mortgage indebtedness 
from the tax returns of real estate. Mr. 
Schoonover introduced the anti-trust bill 
defining and declaring unlawful trusts. 
Mr. Roots introduced a biU calculated 
to give the legislature some reliable in 
formation at each session ae to the needs 
of the state’s penal and benevolent in 
stitutions in the way of appropriations, 
It provides for the appointment of a 
commission of two representatives and 
one senator by the governor after each 
legislative election, and makes it the 
business of the commission to visit all 
these institutions and report upon them 
to the legislature. 
Representative Har­ 
ris introduced Mils to amend the fee 
and salary law so as to relieve auditors 
and treasurers and to legalize the acts 
of oounty commissioners who have al­ 
lowed these officers their salaries re 
gardless of fees. 
Representative Obannon of Washing 
ton introduced a bill to prohibit the 
making of gold contracts. 
The speaker 
remarked: “I do not understand that 
the biU could become a law without 
interfering with a section of the feder 
a1 constitution and I have therefore sent 
it to the committee on federal relations. 
Mr. Walrath introduced a joint reso­

A youug mali in a letter to the editor 
of The Ladies’ Home Journal inquires 
the best systematic course of reading as 
a substitute for an academic education, 
with the view of equipping himself for 
literary pursuits, and also which books 
would be the most beneficial to read 
with the idea of preparing himself to 
enter the field of fiction. 
To the query 
regarding a substitute for a college edu­ 
cation Edward W. Bok replies: “ A a a 
substitute for a college education, where 
it is a matter of choice, I am not so sure, 
since so much depends upon the man. 
To one man a good course of reading, 
w isely chosen aud followed, would be 
infinitely more helpful than a college 
education, while in the case of another 
man just the reverse would be true. 
Some men absorb 
information more 
readily aud retain it better under self 
training, while others need the compul­ 
sory force of teaching to impress things 
upon the mind. 
But where a college 
education is, for some reason, not acces­ 
sible, and a substitute must be found,, 
then a course of reading is unquestion­ 
ably good— none better, in fact.” 
With respect to the inquiry concerning 
a preparation to enter the field of fic­ 
tion, Mr. Bok considers it difficult to 
answer, “ since so much depends upon 
the particular ‘field of historical fiction' 
desired. 
However, the best reply, per­ 
haps, is that which suggests the reading 
j of a number of the best novels dealing 
with successive periods of English his- 
I tory from Huxqu times to tho early part 
; of the present century. I give a list [not 
reproduced in this extract] which in 
eludes typical books by the various mas- 
' tors iif English historical fiction, but it 
might be doubled in length several times 
over without exhausting the available 
books of value in this one field. 
A like 
•election may be made from tho novels 
, treating of different historical periods 
severally of France, Germany, Hpain, 
I Italy and other countries of Europe and 
I America. 
The field is almost limitless, 
; but I have begun with the history of 
i England, as containing the direct sources 
j ut American history which need to be 
grasped before cue can fairly understand 
tho beginnings aud progress of our own 
national life. ”

tomato plant attains its highest state of 
perfection aud produces a fruit so lus­ 
cious, red and round as to justify the 
old English name of “ love apple,” to 
which the French still cling, calling it 
pomrue d ’amour. The tomato plant be 
lug a native of America, and the name 
coming from the Indian word “ tuma!, ” 
it is fitting that tomato catchup should 
be on every table in the land. 
Widcspreading acres are devoted in 
Jersey exclusively to the culture of to­ 
matoes, tho choicest of which are re­ 
served for tomato catchup.

The cooking is done 
nu scientific principles. The original reo­ 
il* for the catchup produced, unlike 
that of a certain famous English sauce, 
probably came "from an old woman in 
the country,” but tho product hafi been 
so changed and improved by experiment 
that the old woman herself would be 
forced to admit that she had not attain­ 
ed the highest rank in her a rt 
The best e fforts of at least two skilled 
men in one of the far tories have been 
devoted to improving the flavor of the 
cate Imp, but tho result of their labors can 
be obtained by the general public only 
in the finished product. Their processes 
are carefully guarded secrets, kept most 
carefully locked up in their breasts. 
If 
both of them should die suddenly, the 
world would miss a distinctive product 
of the culinary art. The superintendent 
of the factory is one of these men. He 
probably knows as much about preserv­ 
ing fruits and making sauces as any 
man in the United States— and maybe 
more than any other man. 
He tells an 
interesting story about the famous Eng­ 
lish sauce before mentioned. 
The makers of the sauce did an enor­ 
mous business and kept their recipe a 
secret 
Thieves tried to steal it, and 
other manufacturers imitated the flavor, 
tho bottles, the labels and so forth, but 
nobody succeeded in making sauce that 
was just like i t The rival mauufactur 
ers succeeded in getting decisions in 
their favor allowing them to use th# 
•ame name and even to have similar 
coats-of-arms and labels, but the name 
of the original makers was a guarantee 
of tho peculiar quality of their sauce. 
One day the foreman of th© big work* 
had a quam I with the proprietors and 
withdrew. 
He began making aud plao* 
ing on I he market u sance so nearly like 
the original that connoisseurs could not 
tell them apart. 
The foreman kept this 
up awhile and then he suddenly retired 
from tile business, closed his works, 
stopped making sauce and lived in lux­ 
ury thereafter. 
Nobody has any posi­ 
tive evidence as to the manner in which 
he acquired his wealth so suddenly, but 
some people can guess. 
“ Tho secret of the tomato catchup 
made here is just as carefully guarded 
as th at,” said til©superintendent. “ W« 
say we make catchup without the use of 
chemicals or coloring matter, and we do 
it. 
Salicylic acid is the standard chem­ 
ical to prevent fermentation. If yon can 
get just the right amount of that, per­ 
haps it is not harmful, but the trouble 
is you have to use just a little too much 
to make sure that fermentation will not 
set in, and that surplus amount of sail 
rylic acid hinders the natural fermenta­ 
tion of food in the stomach. 
It is as 
plain as that tw*oand two make four. 
“ Then there is another thing— the 
adoring matter. 
These highly colored 
catchups that look so bright an really 
not as pleasing to the eye as catchup that 
retains the natural color of the tomato, 
and they certainly are not so healthful, 
for they contain cannine. Any one who 
know’s what carmine is made of doesn't 
care to eat it ” 
So much for the maker’s estimate of 
his own product. Tho factory is certain­ 
ly neat and aromatic. 
A whiff of the 
air there after dinner is almost as good 
as a dash of tomato catchup. It requires 
2,000 tons of tomatoes daily to supply 
the demand for the various preserves 
that are put up here. These are furnish­ 
ed largely by tile farm in connection 
with the factory and partly by surround­ 
ing gardeners. 
The finest, reddest fruit 
is reserved for the catchup making. 
It 
must be unbruised. 
This is placed in a 
scalding machine, where, with two sep­ 
arate cold washings and a hot plunge 
bath, the skin is loosened. 
It then goes 
into a peculiar machine called the “ cy­ 
clone,” which separates the skins aud 
seeds from the pulp. Big porcelain lined 
pumps take the pulp to a 
“ sifter,” 
whore the coarser fibers are taken out, 
aud nothing but the blood red fluid per­ 
colates through to be made into catchup. 
Even this refining process is not enough, 
for the water is separated from it, and 
tim clear pulp is then placed in large, 
hermetically scaled cans, where it is 
cooked without foreign substances of 
any kind. 
These cans are taken down through­ 
out the year, as occasion demands, and 
the real process of making catchup from 
the essence of tile tomato begins. 
The 
pulp goes through more siftingmachiues, 
that make it smooth, like cream, and it 
is placed in large, tin lined kettles, 
where it is boiled and seasoned. 
Coun­ 
try girls with fresh Jersey oomplexions 
stir it up meanwhile, and the spices— 
what they are only two men know— are 
added. It is thou tomato catchup, ready 
for the bottles, buckets and barrels that 
await it, for catchup is made by the bar­ 
rel and shipped by the ton.— New York
